On 9 July 250 medium tanks, 60 large tanks, and 200 light bombers, all 
packed in wooden crates, arrived in Mukden from Suifenho (151-09, 44-23). 

By 50 July 15 medium tanka had been assembled at Mukden Arsenal and were 
enroute to Antung. All the aircraft in this shipment were assembled at 
Belling (123-25, 41™ 50) Airfield. Most of the planes had departed for 
an unknown destination by 3 August. The balance of the tanks being 
assembled at Mukden Arsenal were to be ready for service by 20 August.
